The annual institute of the teachers of the 


county convened here on Monday under the 
most favorable auspices. 
The corps of in- 


structors are all able men, and the evening 
lecturers, whose names have already ap- 
peared in the GAZETTE, are of such promi- 
nence that crowded houses are assured. Toe 
institute promises to be one of the most suc- 
cessful on record. 


Before another issue of the GAZETTE the 


great election contest in this State will hare 
been 
decided. 
People everywhere 
are 


claiming a victory for their favorites, but 
there is an atmosphere of insincerity about 
some of these rainbow chasers. In spite of 
all that the followers of Dr. Swallow can do 
they cannot dispel the growing belief that 
the reverend gentleman's chances are upon 
the toboggan slide. Not alone at the county 
seat and throughout the county is this feel- 
ing growing, but it is evinced elsewhere. For 
instance, some of the large metropolitan 
papers which have been exerting every j 
effort to defeat Quay are now beginning to 
tiedge, and they have suddenly discovered 
that Dr. Swallow's campaign has had much 
of tbe burlesque about it, accompanied with 
other features which would seem to indicate 
that Swallow is too erratic and flighty to be 
entrusted with the high office he seeks. 
Therefore, at the county aeat, the leaders of 
the Republican party who are conservative 
in their estimates feel sure that Stone will 
have 500 majority in Bucks. This is the' 
lowest estimate, remember. More sanguine 
Republicans place the figures at 1000 to 
1200, and some even go much higher on the 
county ticket. 
No objection is found with 


Dr. Swallow as an individual, but it is the 
candid belief of many Republicans who do 
not feel kindly toward Quay that Swallow is 
utterly incompetent to administer the affairs 
of the State even to the satisfaction vl the 
various parties whose tickets he heads.

Doctor 
Reed severely censured Mr. Wanamaker for 
his high-handed and unwarranted course in 
this campaign, and also drew a correct pic- 
ture of Dr. Swallow. An opinion, coming 
from such an eminent source, is worthy of 
note. Dr. Reed said: 


"There is a gentleman going around the 


State who is bothering us a good deal recent- 
ly, and who was here last night. He says 
he i,s a Republican.

A special dispatch from Washington 


tells of the receipt of a cablegram 
from Paris which Indicates that the 
Spanish representatives in the peace 
commission have shown within the last 
ten days a remarkable and significant 
determination to postpone settlement 
of all questions coming before the com- 
mission. They give different -excuses 
for not taking up certain 
matters 


which have been hanging flre and 
which could readily be disposed of 
without forther delay. They are un- 
doubtedly living In hope that condi- 
tions will change and that they will b« 
in a better position tnan they are to- 
day to insist upon concessions which 
the American commissioners do not 
intend to grant. 


Spain's Intentions In regard to the 


Philippines are apparently Indicated 
by her action in dispatching the auxil- 
iary cruiser Buenos Ayres loaded with 
arms and ammunition to Hollo. Against 
the expressed opposition of the United 
States and in violation of the position 
she herself assumes in the matter of 
the dispatch of reinformements to the 
American military and naval forces at 
Manila, the Buenos Ayres was sent to 
tbat point. 


DEWEY SCENTS TROUBLE. 


Rear Admiral Ve-wey haa reported 


the arrival of the Spanish auxiliary 
J.IUIBOI « iiuiiu. tie auuB uure ii« « 
reliably informed that she has on board 
6,000- stands of rides, 11 quick firing 
guns and a large quantity of ammuni- 
tion for the use of the garrison at that 
point. The Buenos Ayres will be re- 
tained at Hollo for the purpose of at- 
tacking 
any Insurgent men-of-war 


which Aguinaldo may send to the Isl- 
ands to the southward of Luzon. 


Admiral Dewey several weeks ago 


reported that the Spanish consul at 
Singapore was expecting the arrlvaf of 
the Buenos Ayres . No action was then 
taken by the administration for the 
reason that when the Spanish govern- 
ment, thiough the French embassy 
here, asked permission to send supplies 
to the Spanish garrisons in islands 
other than Luzon Mr. Moore, then as- 
sistant secretary of state, and now sec- 
retary of the American peace commis- 
sion, declined positively to permit what 
he termed a violation of the peace pro- 
tocol. 
SPANIARDS BANK ON DEMOCRATS 


It should not be overlooked that al- 


though the Spaniards have left Porto 
Rico, they have still 120,000 men under 
arms In Cuba, more than the total 
strength of the United States army. 


They aie, therefore, in a position to 


give the United States trouble should 
they determine to press their claims 
for greater consideration in the peace 
settlement. 


It is believed in diplomatic circles in 


Washington that the Spaniards are 
counting upon Democratic victories at 
the pells next Tuesday in a number of 
states like New York, Pennsylvania, 
Ohio and Iowa, that are usually Re- 
publican, and 
that they will be 


strengthened in their position by the 
arguments that the American people 
do not sustain President McKinley in 
the attitude of his administration on 
the questions arising from the war. 
Democratic success at the polls, with 
the possible loss of congress, will not 
>nly hamper President McKinley at 
tome, but make serious trouble for him 
tnd the American people In the great 
llplomatic battle that is to be fought 
out in Paris.
